In  1953,  1954  and  1955  the  letter  A  and  most  of  B  of  this  Directory  were  pub¬ 
lished  in  this  Bulletin ,  but  for  one  reason  and  another  I  was  not  able  to  find  time  to  do 
much  more  to  this  work.  However,  it  has  not  been  forgotten  and  I  have  given  odd 
moments  to  it  whenever  I  could.  Now  that  I  work  at  home  and  have  finished 
compiling  Vol.  IV  of  Roman  Silver  Coins ,  I  expect  to  be  able  to  spend  quite  a 
considerable  time  on  this  Directory  and  we  shall  slowly  put  it  through  this  Bulletin. 

In  September,  1953  the  following  notes  appeared  above  the  letter  A: 

“Although  fairly  familiar  with  the  coinage  of  Europe  through  having  handled  it 
for  over  thirty  years,  I  often  feel  that  I  am  very  ignorant  of  the  exact  locality  of  many 
towns,  mints,  principalities,  etc.  Also  I  have  found  that  one  often  has  to  consult 
quite  a  number  of  books  to  find  data  on  rulers.  In  consequence  I  have  started  to 
compile  a  card  index  and  thinking  that  the  material  I  amass  might  be  of  value  to 
other  numismatists  equally  ignorant,  I  propose  from  time  to  time  to  publish  some 
of  it  in  our  Bulletin. 

As  I  am  sure  that  there  will  be  very  many  errors  and  omissions  I  invite  our  readers 
to  write  to  me  so  that  I  can  make  the  material  more  complete  and  accurate,  for,  if  I 
ever  succeed  in  getting  as  far  as  Z,  it  can  be  published  in  book  form. 

In  most  cases  details  are  given  under  the  present  day  name  used,  in  alphabetical 
order,  with  cross  references  to  and  from  older  names  or  spellings.  Names  in  square 
brackets  are  forms  found  on  coins.”

SOVEREIGN  1918,  MINT  MARK  I.

It  is  well  known  that  the  British  sovereign  was  struck  in  great  quantities  not  only 
at  the  Royal  Mint,  London,  but  also  at  the  different  Branch  mints  of  the  Royal  Mint, 
i.e.  Sidney  (1871-1926),  Melbourne  (1872-1931)  and  Perth  (1899-1931)  in  Australia, 
Ottawa  (1908-1919)  in  Canada,  Pretoria  (1923-1932)  in  South  Africa  and  also  at  the 
Indian  Bombay  mint  (1918). 

This  Bombay  branch  of  the  Royal  Mint  is  said  to  have  been  “a  transient  incident 
of  war  needs  in  1918.  A  section  of  the  Bombay  mint  was  set  apart  and  formally 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  Royal  Mint,  London;  the  object  was  that  gold  blanks 
supplied  by  other  sections  of  the  Bombay  mint  or  by  other  Indian  mints  might  there 
be  struck  into  sovereigns,  which  repute  had  raised  above  gold  or  other  gold  coins. 
The  section  began  work  as  a  branch  on  15  August  1918;  work  had  ceased  months 
before  it  closed  in  May  1919”.  (Craig,  The  Mint ,  Cambridge  1953,  pp.  388-389). 
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Numismatists  in  Great  Britain  seem  today  to  place  these  sovereigns  of  the  branch 
mints  to  the  “colonial  or  commonwealth”  series.  Atkins,  Coins  and  Tokens  of  the 
Possessions  and  Colonies  of  the  British  Empire  (London,  1889)  indicates  that  they  are 
not  colonial,  and  Seaby’s  Standard  Catalogue  of  British  Coins  includes  them  as 
Imperial  coinage,  but  elsewhere  they  are  classified  usually  as  colonial  or  common¬ 
wealth,  vide  Hocking,  Royal  Mint  Museum  Catalogue ,  vol.  I  (London  1906,  pp.  324- 
326)  and  The  Milled  Coinage  of  England  (London  1950,  publ.  by  Spink  &  Son  Ltd., 
pp.  53,  58  and  60)  and  also  Friedberg,  Gold  Coins  of  the  World  (New  York  1958, 
pp.  30,  335,  339  and  361).  Linecar,  British  Commonwealth  Coinage  (London  1959)  is 
not  quite  consistent.  The  Australian  sovereigns  are  not  listed  under  Australia  (cf. 
p.  1 10),  as  are  the  South  African  (cf.  p.  169).  The  Indian  sovereigns  are  not  mentioned 
under  India,  but  under  Canada  and  then  in  the  following  way:  “Between  1908  and 
1919  a  number  of  English-type  Sovereigns  were  struck  in  Canada,  with  the  c  mint 
mark,  but  though  these  were  legal  tender  they  do  not  fit  into  the  Canadian  decimal 
system  and  were  obviously  intended  to  supplement  the  English  issue.  In  this  respect 
they  are  similar  to  a  number  of  Sovereigns  struck  in  Bombay  during  the  First  World 
War,  which  have  the  I  mint  mark,  but  do  not  fit  into  the  Indian  Rupee  system.  The 
Canadian  Sovereigns  are  all  now  rare,  and  are  included  in  Charlton’s  Catalogue,  with 
a  suitable  note.  Their  dates  are  not  included  in  this  list”.  (Linecar,  op.  cit.}  p.  249). 

One  can  add  that  in  1918  in  India  there  was  struck,  in  addition  to  the  sovereign, 
a  15  rupees  or  one  mohur-piece,  which  was  identical  in  size,  weight  and  fineness  to 
the  sovereign  (cf.  Friedberg,  op.  cit.,  pp.  339  and  367).  The  standard  unit  of  the 
Indian  monetary  system  was  the  rupee  which  was  based  on  silver.  An  earlier  attempt 
in  1900  to  bring  sovereigns  into  circulation  had  been  a  complete  failure,  but  the  new 
coinage  of  gold  may  have  been  due  to  the  high  silver  price  in  1918,  cf.  Compton 
Mackenzie,  Realms  of  silver  (London  1954,  pp.  183-189  and  243-245). 

Now  no  less  than  1,296,033  sovereigns  seem  to  have  been  struck  at  the  Bombay 
branch  of  the  Royal  Mint  during  1918  (Arndt,  The  South  African  Mints ,  Pretoria 
1939,  p.  70).  This  issue  of  the  Bombay  sovereigns  is  said  to  have  been  rapidly 
absorbed  and  the  Indian  sovereign  is  said  to  be  rare  (The  Milled  Coinage  of  England , 
p.  60).  In  catalogues  of  coins  for  sale  it  is  usually  listed  under  India — for  example, 
the  Bombay  sovereign  offered  for  sale  by  Spink  &  Son  Ltd.  in  the  Numismatic  Circular 
1957  (col.  507,  no.  21,600).  The  interesting  thing  with  this  offer  is  the  editorial 
commentary:  “This  was  a  special  issue,  struck  in  Bombay,  of  this  date  only,  and 
believed  to  have  been  made  for  Col.  Lawrence  to  pay  his  Arab  troops”. 

The  British  sovereign  has  long  been  a  popular  coin  in  the  Middle  East  (Pridmore 
in  The  Numismatic  Circular  1957,  col.  107-110),  but  what  about  the  editorial  note  of 
the  Bombay  sovereigns  being  made  to  pay  the  Arab  troops  of  Lawrence  of  Arabia  ? 
From  his  book  Seven  Pillars  of  Wisdom  we  know  that  Lawrence  seems  to  have  had  a 
constant  need  of  and  as  far  as  possible  made  his  payment  in  gold  coins  and  then  in 
sovereigns.  In  July  1917,  Lav/rence  writes,  “we  had  no  supports,  no  regulars,  no 
guns,  no  base  nearer  than  Wejh,  no  communications,  no  money  even,  for  our  gold 
was  exhausted,  and  we  were  issuing  our  own  notes,  promises  to  pay,  when  ‘Akaba  is 
taken,’  for  daily  expenses”.  Through  General  Clayton,  the  chief  of  Intelligence,  civil 
and  military,  in  Egypt,  Lawrence  then  got  from  Cairo  16,000  pounds  in  gold:  “This 
was  urgent,  that  Nasir  might  be  able  to  meet  his  debts.  The  notes  we  had  issued  at 
Bair,  Jefer  and  Guweira,  were  pencilled  promises,  on  army  telegraph  forms,  to  pay 
so  much  to  bearer  in  Akaba.  It  was  a  great  system,  but  no  one  had  dared  to  issue 
notes  before  in  Arabia,  because  of  the  Bedouins  had  neither  pockets  in  their  shirts 
nor  strong-rooms  in  their  tents,  and  notes  could  not  be  buried  for  safety”. 

On  October  1st,  1918,  the  Arabian  war  of  Lawrence  was  ended  by  the  capture  of 
Damascus.  He  writes:  “The  currency  was  horrible.  The  Australians  had  looted 
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millions  in  Turkish  notes,  the  only  stuff  in  use,  and  had  reduced  it  to  no  value  by 
throwing  it  about.  One  trooper  gave  a  five  hundred  pound  note  to  a  lad  who  held  his 
horse  three  minutes.  Young  tried  his  prentice-hand  at  bolstering  it  with  the  last 
remnants  of  our  Akaba  gold:  but  new  prices  had  to  be  fixed  .  .  .”  (the  quotations  are 
taken  from  Lawrence,  Seven  Pillars  of  Wisdom ,  new  ed.  1910,  reprint  Stockholm 
1946,  pp.  313,  329  and  673). 

As  late  as  in  October  1918  Lawrence  had  to  take  his  escape  to  the  “remnant  of 
our  Akaba  gold”,  which  seems  to  have  been  the  16,000  pounds  in  gold,  fetched  from 
Cairo  in  1917.  There  seems  then  to  be  little  evidence  for  the  assumption  that  the 
Bombay  sovereigns,  striking  of  which  began  in  August  1918,  were  used  by  Lawrence 
to  pay  his  Arab  troops  during  the  campaign.  However,  there  is  the  possibility  that 
they  can  have  been  used  later  for  different  payments  in  Arabia. 

To  what  extent  these  sovereigns  have  gone  to  the  melting  pot  is  of  course  im¬ 
possible  to  state.  But  it  is  possible  that  many  of  them  are  hidden  in  Arabian  “strong¬ 
rooms”  and  that  the  rarity  of  the  coin  is  due  to  the  fact  that  only  a  few  have  gone  into 
circulation,  the  majority  having  been  absorbed  by  different  Arab  treasuries.  As  a 
typical  “war  coin”  it  has  an  interest  for  the  collector,  but  one  must  question  if  the 
Bombay  sovereign  belongs  to  the  Indian  series  of  the  British  Empire  coins. 

A  “MINOR”  SIDE  OF  NUMISMATICS.

In  an  age  of  republics,  federations,  dictatorships  (military  or  otherwise),  and 
socialist  states,  there  is  a  rapidly  diminishing  chance  that  the  portrait  or  likeness  of 
a  child  will  appear  on  any  new  issue  of  coinage. 

It  would  surely  be  unlikely  that  any  country,  in  which  the  Head  of  State  is 
determined  by  elective  process,  would  choose  someone  under  the  age  of  twenty-one. 
A  president,  for  example,  should  be  able  to  cast  a  vote  on  his  own  behalf.  It  would 
likewise  be  hard  to  imagine  a  teenager  running  a  South  American  style  dictatorship 
and  minting  his  own  coins,  although  with  to-day’s  youngsters  perhaps  nothing  is 
impossible. 

So  it  would  seem  that  we  could  only  expect  a  “minor”  image  to  appear  on  the 
coinage  of  a  country  with  that  traditional  image,  an  image  of  monarchy,  the  succession 
by  birthright,  wherein  it  is  possible  to  be  hailed  by  your  loyal  subjects  even  before 
your  birth,  as  was  the  last  King  of  Spain,  Alfonso  XIII  (1886-1931),  whose  father, 
also  Alfonso,  died  before  his  only  son  was  born. 

In  Europe  today  there  remain  but  a  mere  handful  of  the  monarchies  which  once 
existed.  These  must  be  increasingly  beset  by  events  and  ideas  which  could  see  the 
total  disappearance  of  dynastic  rulership  in  this  century.  For  example,  the  expense 
of  royalty,  once  never  questioned,  or  the  increasing  incidence  of  direct  royal  heirs 
marrying  commoners,  and  renouncing  all  rights  to  rulership.  This  abdication  of 
inheritance  could  well  be  prompted  by  the  fact  that  modern  royalty  enjoy  less  real 
freedom  than  their  subjects. 

Spain,  as  befits  this  traditionally  reactionary  country,  could  well  be  one  nation  to 
go  against  the  current  trend  and  re-establish  the  monarchy,  if  General  Franco’s 
intentions  are  realised.  King  Constantine  of  Greece  may  decide  to  return  home  if  he 
and  the  Generals  can  agree  on  everything,  or  anything.  There  are  currently  claimants 
to  the  thrones  of  other  European  countries  such  as  France,  Germany,  Austria  and 
various  Balkan  states.  They  bear  such  dynastic  names  as  Hapsburg,  Bourbon  and 
Hohenzollern,  names  unlikely  to  be  seen  on  coinage  again. 

In  view  of  their  increasingly  rare  appearance,  therefore,  it  is  perhaps  timely  to 
review  those  European  coins  which  have  carried  children’s  portraits  in  the  past  one 
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hundred  and  seventy  years.  Children,  in  this  case,  to  be  under  twenty-one,  as  our 
title  indicates.  A  complete  list  has  not  been  attempted,  nor  a  list  or  catalogue  of  the 
coins  concerned.  This  is  merely  an  attempt  to  record  some  facts  concerning  the  young 
people  themselves,  and  to  relate  these  facts,  where  relevant,  to  the  coins  minted 
bearing  their  portraits  whilst  in  their  minorities. 

With  customary  courtesy,  we  shall  commence  with  the  ladies.  An  obvious  choice 
is  Victoria,  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Kent,  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her 
accession  to  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain  (1837-1901).  How  youthful  she  must  have 
appeared  to  Lord  Melbourne,  one  morning  late  in  1837,  when  he  called  at  her  home 
to  inform  her  of  the  death  of  her  uncle,  William  IV.  The  Young  Head,  engraved  by 
Wrilliam  Wyon  and  appearing  first  in  1838,  has  left  a  large  selection  of  British  and 
Colonial  coins  to  collect,  bearing  her  youthful  image. 

Wilhelmina  of  the  Netherlands  (1890-1948),  at  only  ten  years  of  age,  a  Queen. 
Her  three  brothers  by  her  father’s  first  marriage  had  all  pre-deceased  her,  and  upon 
the  death  of  her  father,  William  III,  she  became  the  first  Queen  of  the  kingdom  of 
the  Netherlands  since  its  creation  after  Waterloo  in  1815.  Her  child  bust,  the  first 
of  five  portraits  coined  during  her  reign,  is  particularly  appealing. 

Portugal  provides  us  with  three  sovereigns  who  mounted  the  throne  under  the 
age  of  twenty-one,  all  within  the  space  of  seventy-five  years.  Maria  II  (1834-1853) 
became  Queen  at  fifteen.  She  had  actually  been  the  Pretender  since  1826,  when  her 
father,  Pedro  I  of  Brazil,  after  announcing  a  new  constitution  for  Portugal  similar 
to  that  of  Brazil,  abdicated  in  her  favour,  on  condition  she  was  betrothed  to  his 
younger  brother  Miguel.  Miguel,  however,  was  encouraged  to  claim  the  throne  by 
those  who  felt  he  was  the  more  legitimate  claimant.  This  precipitated  the  War  of  the 
Two  Brothers,  a  civil  conflict  which  lasted  until  1834.  Miguel  being  finally  defeated, 
on  the  death  of  Dom  Pedro  three  months  later,  Maria  da  Gloria  was  crowned.  Her 
portrait  appears  on  gold  and  silver  coins  of  her  reign. 

Isabella  II  of  Spain  (1833-1868),  mounted  the  throne  at  the  tender  age  of  three 
years.  Her  reign  was  one  of  continuous  turmoil.  Her  uncle  Charles,  brother  of  her 
father,  Ferdinand  VII,  claimed  the  throne  under  the  Spanish  Salic  Law  of  male 
succession.  The  ensuing  Carlist  War  lasted  until  1840.  The  forces  of  Charles  were 
defeated,  although  support  continued  for  his  descendents  and  Carlist  claims  for 
many  years.  Spain  was  under  a  Regency  until  1843,  when  Isabella  was  declared  of 
age.  Although  married,  Isabella  had  a  constant  stream  of  lovers,  whom  she  usually 
insisted  on  appointing  as  Prime  Ministers.  As  this  appeared  to  happen  every  few 
months,  it  is  not  surprising  that  when  she  finally  left  Spain  in  1868  for  France,  her 
subjects  applauded  her  departure.  Judging  by  her  unattractiveness  and  gross  features 
on  coins  bearing  her  likeness,  there  may  have  been  some  necessity  to  reward  her 
lovers  with  political  plums,  as  she  was  somewhat  of  a  nymphomaniac. 

In  discussing  our  first  young  gentleman,  it  would  be  appropriate  to  select  Alfonso 
XII  of  Spain  (1875-1885),  son  of  the  previously  discussed  Isabella  II.  In  1874  Spain 
was  enjoying  the  doubtful  benefits  of  the  First  Republic.  Alfonso,  aged  seventeen, 
was  completing  his  military  education  at  Sandhurst  College,  England.  On  December 
24th,  1874,  he  was  offered  the  throne  by  General  Campos,  who  saw  him  as  favourable 
alternative  to  the  quarrelling  military  leaders  of  the  Republic.  His  coinage  shows  him 
both  smooth  faced  and  then  bearded. 

Alfonso’s  son,  Alfonso  XIII  (1886-1931),  was  King  of  Spain  from  the  day  of  his 
birth  until  his  abdication  in  1931.  There  are  several  different  portraits  of  Alfonso  on 
his  coins  which  show  him  under  the  age  of  twenty-one.  His  baby  head,  first  issued  in 
1888,  is  perhaps  the  youngest  minor  image  we  shall  encounter.

Returning  to  Spain’s  Iberian  neighbour,  Portugal,  we  meet  Maria  II’s  eldest  son 
Pedro  de  Alcantara,  who  succeeded  her  at  the  age  of  fifteen  as  Pedro  V  (1853-61). 
Maria  had  died  in  childbirth  after  bearing  eleven  children,  eight  of  whom  survived 
her.  Pedro  had  a  short  life,  full  of  personal  loss.  He  lost  his  mother  when  he  was 
sixteen,  his  wife  at  twenty-one,  when  she  died  of  diptheria  two  months  after  arriving 
in  Portugal.  Pedro  passed  away  three  years  after  his  wife,  in  a  typhoid  epidemic 
which  claimed  the  lives  of  two  of  his  four  brothers.  During  his  brief  reign  the  coinage 
carried  four  different  heads,  juvenile  through  to  adult. 

The  last  King  of  Portugal,  Manual  II  (1908-1910),  was  eighteen  when  he  was 
brought  to  the  throne  by  the  first  regicide  in  Portuguese  history.  This  was  the 
assassination,  by  anarchists  in  Lisbon,  of  both  his  father,  Dom  Carlos,  and  his  older 
brother,  Prince  Luis  Filipe.  Manual  himself  was  wounded,  and  these  events  proved 
portents  of  disaster  for  a  prince  who  had  not  been  expected  or  trained  to  rule.  He 
went  into  exile  in  1910,  after  being  deposed  by  the  Republicans,  and  died  at  Twicken¬ 
ham,  England,  in  1932.  His  portrait  appears  on  the  commemorative  issues  for  the 
Centennial  of  the  Peninsular  War,  as  well  as  regular  issues. 

This  article  would  indeed  be  incomplete  without  mention  of  a  coin  bearing  the 
portraits  of  no  less  than  eight  children  under  the  age  of  eighteen.  This  coin  is  the 
“Blessings  of  Heaven”  commemorative  thaler  of  Ludwig  I  of  Bavaria  (1825-48), 
minted  in  1828.  The  reverse  of  the  thaler  shows  Ludwig’s  queen  Therese,  and  her 
eight  children;  Crown  Prince  Maximilian,  age  17;  Mathilde,  age  15;  Otto  age,  13; 
Luitpold,  age  7 ;  Adelgunde,  age  5,  Hildegarde,  age  3;  Alexandra,  age  2;  and  Adalbert, 
aged  one  year. 

Of  these  children,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  reappearance  of  three  of  them  on 
coinage  in  later  life.  Otto  is  the  only  one  who  falls  within  the  “minor”  coinage.  He 
was  seventeen  when  he  was  selected  by  a  conference  in  London  to  occupy  the  throne 
of  Greece,  newly  liberated  from  the  domination  of  the  Ottoman  Empire.  As  Otto  I 
of  Greece  (1832-1862),  he  is  shown  on  Greek  coinage  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His 
later  difficulties  in  Greece,  partly  due  to  Greek  dislike  of  his  Bavarian  wife,  and  the 
Bavarian  troops  he  took  there  with  him,  is  illustrated  in  the  five  drachmai  of  1851. 
This  coin  shows  a  serious  Otto,  wearing  a  moustache,  and  looking  much  older  than 
his  thirty-six  years. 

Crown  Prince  Maximilian  succeeded  his  father  in  1848,  after  Ludwig  I  was  forced 
to  abdicate  because  of  the  public  scandal  associated  with  Ludwig’s  infatuation  with 
Lola  Montez,  the  Irish  dancer  and  adventuress.  Maximilian  appears  on  coins  of  his 
reign  (1848-64).  Both  Ludwig  II,  and  Otto,  the  sons  of  Maximilian,  were  insane. 
They  ruled  under  the  regency  of  Luitpold,  the  third  brother  featured  on  the  Thaler 
of  1828.  He  appeared  on  the  coinage  of  Bavaria  in  1911,  and  died  in  1912,  aged  92. 

Two  ruling  monarchs  were  shown  as  children  on  their  coinage  during  the  period 
between  the  World  Wars.  Michael  I  of  Roumania  (1927-30  and  1940-47),  was  six 
when  he  succeeded  his  grandfather  Ferdinand  I.  Michael’s  father,  Carol  II,  had 
renounced  the  succession  to  the  throne  in  1925  when  he  deserted  his  wife  to  live  with 
Magda  Lupescu.  Carol  reclaimed  the  throne  in  1930  and  reigned  until  the  German 
invasion  in  1940,  when  Michael  again  became  King.  Michael  was  forced  to  abdicate 
in  1947,  under  Communist  pressure.  He  is  shown  at  the  age  of  nine  on  the  nickel- 
brass  coins  of  1930. 

Peter  II  of  Yugoslavia  (1934-45),  was  born  in  1923  and  became  King  at  the  age 
of  eleven  when  his  father  Alexander  I  was  assassinated  in  Marseilles  in  1934.  At 
fifteen  he  appears  on  the  silver  series  of  1938.  Both  he  and  Michael  of  Roumania  were 
educated  in  England.  Peter  was  replaced  by  Marshal  Tito  after  the  liberation  of 
Yugoslavia  in  1945.

On  two  occasions  children  have  appeared  on  modern  European  coinage  in  the 
company  of  their  mothers.  In  1803  Carlo  Ludovico  appeared  on  the  coins  of  the 
Grand  Duchy  of  Tuscany  with  his  mother,  Maria  Louisa,  who  was  Regent  for  him 
(1803-07).  Carlo’s  father,  Ludovico  di  Bourbon,  Infante  of  Spain  and  ex-Duke 
of  Parma,  had  been  installed  by  Napoleon  in  Tuscany  as  King  of  Etruria.  Napoleon 
then  annexed  Tuscany  to  France  in  1807.  Mother  and  son  appear  on  the  coinage 
either  facing  each  other,  or  with  their  busts  accolated,  that  is,  one  on  the  other,  facing 
the  same  way. 

In  Parma,  Roberto  di  Bourbon  appeared  on  the  coinage  of  1858  with  his  mother, 
Luisa  Maria,  who  was  Regent  (1854-59).  They  fled  the  country  in  1859  after  the 
battle  of  Magenta.  They  appear  with  accolated  busts  on  the  five  lire  piece. 

If  we  decide  to  include  unofficial  coinage,  mention  can  be  made  of  the  son  of 
Napoleon  Bonaparte.  Known  variously  as  Napoleon  II,  the  King  or  Prince  of  Rome, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  as  the  Duke  of  Reichstadt.  He  was  born  in  181 1  and  died 
in  1832  of  consumption,  while  in  the  custody  of  the  Austrian  Court.  He  appeared  on 
the  coinage  of  1816  as  a  five  year-old.  His  mother,  Marie  Louise  of  Austria,  ruled 
the  Duchy  of  Parma  from  1815  to  1847,  and  as  she  appears  on  the  coinage  of  Parma 
at  twenty-four,  almost  comes  within  the  scope  of  this  review. 

Commemoratives  featuring  the  portraits  of  minors  include  the  coinage  issued 
by  Belgium  in  1853,  to  celebrate  the  marraige  of  the  Duke  of  Brabant,  aged  18,  to 
Marie  Henriette  of  Lorraine-Austria,  showing  their  accolated  busts.  The  Duke, 
heir  to  the  throne,  became  King  of  the  Belgians  as  Leopold  II  in  1865. 

Recently,  in  1958,  Denmark  issued  a  two  kroner  piece  to  celebrate  the  eighteenth 
birthday  of  Princess  Margrete.  The  Danish  constitution  had  been  amended  in  1953 
to  permit  female  succession  to  the  throne. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  biographical  notes  concerning  our  young  subjects,  in 
no  circumstances  had  they  a  voice  in  the  hereditary  or  elective  processes  which  led 
to  their  appearance  on  coinage  of  their  realm.  Times  have  changed,  and  perhaps 
some  young  person  will  choose  to  collect  the  coins  of  those  who  had  no  choice. 

POLAR  MEDAL  1904.

Following  on  my  article  published  in  the  March  issue  of  the  Bulletin  it  has  now 
come  to  my  notice  that  the  London  Gazette  Supplement  of  21st  July,  1967,  authorised 
a  number  of  awards  of  the  Polar  Medal  1904  to  those  who  had  been  members  of  the 
British  Antarctic  Survey,  for  their  good  services  in  Antarctic  Expeditions  in  recent 
years.  In  listing  the  names  of  recipients  the  dates  they  were  in  the  Antarctic  and 
their  employment  is  given.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  dates  they  were  in  the 
Antarctic  do  not  in  every  case  correspond  with  the  dates  engraved  on  the  clasps 
awarded  with  the  medal,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  list  given  at  Annex  B 

British  Antarctic  Survey. 

Those  who  have  read  my  book  “The  White  Ribbon”  will  recall  that  in  1943  the 
British  Government  decided  to  establish  a  number  of  bases  on  the  Palmer  Peninsula 
(Graham  Land)  and  in  other  British  areas  of  the  Antarctic.  During  the  International 
Geophysical  Year  1957-58  a  number  of  additional  bases  were  established  by  the 
British  at  the  following  locations : 

1.  Stanley  in  the  Falkland  Islands 

2.  Grytviken  in  South  Georgia 

3.  Sigmy  Island  in  the  South  Orkney  Island  Group 

4.  Admiralty  Bay  in  the  South  Shetland  Islands 

5.  Deception  Island  in  the  South  Shetland  Island  Group 
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On  the  Palmer  Peninsula 


|  On  the  mainland  in  the  Weddell  Sea  area 

—  Inland  towards  the  South  Pole  from  the  Weddell 
Sea 

Since  the  International  Geophysical  Year  many  of  these  stations,  and  others, 
have  continued  to  be  manned  by  members  of  the  British  Antarctic  Survey  and 
currently  there  are  stations  at  the  following  places :

2.  Argentine  Islands  ]  On  the  Palmer  Peninsula  (Graham  Land) 

3.  Adelaide 

4.  Signy  Island  in  the  South  Orkney  Islands  Group

Not  all  the  members  of  the  British  Antarctic  Survey  stationed  at  these  locations 
have  been  awarded  the  Polar  Medal,  some  because  these  stations  are  not  within  the 
geographical  limits  for  which  the  Polar  Medal  may  be  awarded  and  others  because  they 
have  not  fulfilled  the  requirements  laid  down  in  the  Regulations  governing  the  award 
of  the  medal,  details  of  which  can  be  found  in  my  book.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
the  award  to  Lt.  Comdr.  R.  R.  Edwards  with  the  clasp  “antarctic  1964-66”,  whose 
name  appears  in  Annex  B,  was  awarded  in  recognition  of  his  hazardous  flying 
duties  in  support  of  the  Royal  Naval  and  British  Antarctic  Surveys  from  1964  to

WHITTING,  PHILIP.  Coins,  Tokens  and  Medals  of  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

In  this  splendid  pamphlet,  the  twenty-fifth  issued  in  the  East  Yorkshire  Local  History 
Series,  Philip  Whitting  has  made  a  masterly  survey  of  all  numsimatic  material  connected  with 
the  county.  For  once  the  intellectual  snobbery  which  so  often  segregates  coins  from  tokens  and 
medals  is  refreshingly  absent.  Beginning  with  local  hammered  silver  coinage;  the  Stephen 
penny  of  Hedon,  and  the  Hull  pennies  of  Edward  I,  currency  badly  needed  by  such  a  busy 
port,  Mr.  Whitting  takes  the  reader  through  all  the  Hull  tokens.  Seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
century  copper  tokens,  and  silver  and  copper  tokens  of  the  nineteenth  century.  After  that  he 
continues  with  club  tickets,  theatre  passes  and  tramway  tokens.  Finally  a  list  of  local  medals. 
Each  stage  is  accompanied  by  a  mine  of  information  on  county  history  and  is  well  illustrated 
with  photographs  and  line  drawings.  The  pamphlet  closes  with  an  interesting  list  of  local 
hoards  and  a  useful  bibliography. — M.B.

The  Crown  of  Charlemagne.  It  was  the  Napoleonic  Wars  which  caused  the  omission 
ol  the  French  Arms  and  thus  placed  the  Electoral  Cap  on  the  British  Royal  Arms  during  the 
period  1801-1816.  The  same  wars  account  for  its  rarity  in  the  British  series;  as  far  as  I  can 
think,  apart  from  a  number  of  Anglo-Hanoverian  coins,  it  only  occurs  on  the  Garter  guinea 
and  half-guinea,  various  patters  and  the  Garter  Dollar.  I  have  not  checked  the  dates  1801-1816 
from  source.  They  are,  however,  those  given  by  C.  W.  Scott-Giles  in  his  “Romance  of 
Heraldry  .  On  the  other  hand,  the  Kingdom  of  Hanover  is  usually  said  to  date  from  1814  ; 
but  Atkins  (No.  74)  says  a  ducat  of  1805  has  inscription:  “georg.  hi  .  d  .  g  .  brit  .  &  hannov  !

At  the  ordinary  meeting  held  on 
17th  March,  with  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  President,  in  the 
Chair,  Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt  exhibited  some  coins  illustrating 
the  paper  which  he  then  read  on  “The  St.  Edmund 
Memorial  Coinage”.  Though  extensive  lists  of  these 
coins  have  appeared  in  Hawkins’  report  on  the  Cuerdale 
hoard  and  in  the  British  Museum  Catalogue,  and  though 
the  series  has  been  briefly  discussed  both  in  these  and 
other  standard  works,  the  St.  Edmund  Memorial 
Coinage  has  never  been  the  subject  of  a  detailed  study 
in  print,  and  was  completely  omitted  from  Haigh’s 
classic  work.  The  Coinage  of  East  Anglia.  The  object  of 
the  paper  was  to  review  the  available  evidence;  to 
propose  dates  for  the  start  of  the  issue  and,  with  some 
reservation,  for  its  ending;  to  consider  w'here  the  coins 
were  issued;  and  to  bring  to  notice  a  number  of  the 
problems  they  presented,  to  some  of  which,  solutions, 
often  tentative,  were  offered.  The  paper  will  be  printed 
in  a  special  volume  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Suffolk 
Institute  of  Archaeology  to  be  published  in  celebration 
of  the  1100th  Anniversary  of  the  martyrdom  of  St. 
Edmund.
